The End of this War isto reduceexorbie 
tant Power toa due Pitch, to run it quite — 
down, ‘would be to ereét fome other Exe 
orbitant ia itsRoom; and {y fet Up our 
felves as publick Enemie’ to Europe, inthe — 
room of that publick Enemy we pull down. — 
Every Power, which over ballances the 
reft, makes its felf a Nufance to its Neighe 
bours. Europe being divided into a great 
Variety of fepvrate Governments and Cone — 
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ftitutions 5 the Safety of the whole confifts 
in a due Diftribution of Power, fc fhar’d 
‘to every Part or Branch of Government, 
that no one may beable to opprefs and de- 
‘ftroy the reft. 

And ‘tis evident from Experience, that 
whenever. it has-been orherwife, the Con- 
fe quence has been, potent .Confederacies a- 
mong the weaker Powers by Joint Affiftance 
toreduce the encroaching growing Partto 
fuich Terms of Reafon, and preferve and fe- 
cure the Tranquility of the reff. 

When that Power is reduc’d, it ceafesto 
be any more the Objeét either of Jealaufie 
or Refentment of the reft; but if any of 
the united Powers ereé&t themfelves upon 
the Ruin of thar; or by any other method 
fet themfelves up too high; the Nofance'is 
tranfpos’d fo that Power, which before it 
was thought convenient to affift, and it be- 
comes asneceflary tothe reft to reduce that 

‘Tower or Prince, as it was. before to reduce 
the orler. 

Thus the Spanifh Power in Queen Eliza- 
beth’s Time grew formidable to Europe, and 


~ allthe Pri.ces, who took Umbrage at their 


Greatnefls, confzderated with France and. 
England to reduce ‘it. 
The Auftrian Power in the Emperor Fer- 


- dinand Ul. became formidable to Eurape 3 


whereupon all the Proteftant Princes agreed 
to call in, and affiit the King of Sweden, 
‘in bringing. the Germans to dus Bounds, 


and to hearken to Realin, and England, 


France, and Holland joyntly. concurr’d. | 
France from thefe Fraétions aad Quarrel 

among the Proteftants,eftablifh’d its Great: 

nefs, and railed hef elf en the Ruin of its 


‘fo potent Neighbours, till the moft exquie 


fite Conduét of the prefent King thas 
brought that Greatuels to.a teo formidable 
Height; and thereby placid her in theteg+ 
vied. Seat of Power, which ftanding with« 
out the Circle of Mediocrity makes her an- 
éafie toall the reft.
